Woods in tin* eighteenth century and 
before the invasion of the white man 
lived in wigwams. 
Evidence indica­ 
ting that many inhabited permanent 
homes in the form of rock shelters 
and. in one instance, an established 
village, lias been uncovered in a recent 
survey of the Delaware and Lehigh 
River valleys for the State Historical 
Commission.

Heretofore, it alw ays had been sup­ 
posed that Chief Tam m any was buried 
along the banks of a tributary of the 
Neshaminy Creek

torical Commission

Shrabish, in bis report, said Leslie 
Push, a direct descendant of the first

name, swears that his father found the 
grave and exhumed a large pipe bowl 
of clay and a thin silver plate from it. 
According to the tradition in that 
section, Tam m any spent his declining 
years in an old Indian village settle­ 
ment along a curve in the Delaware 
River and was buried in the Indians’ 
graveyard there. 
As additional proof of his conten­ 
tious, Shrabish said a stretch of mea­ 
dow about two miles above the settle­ 
ment to this day is known as the Tam ­ 
many Flats, and it was supposed to be 
here that the tribes who lived at the 
town below planted their beans, pump­ 
kins. maize and tobacco.
